Corsicana Banks Are

Both Corsicana banks were ready to open their doors 


on minutes notice as soon as permission is received from 
the Secretary of the Treasury to resume their normal 
banking functions completely officials announced Mon- 
day morning. Meanwhile they continued to operate on 
the restricted basis which has been in effect for the past 
week. 


While no indication had been received by either of 


the banks as to when they would receive their special li- 
cense to do business, there was reason to believe that 
Corsicana would be included in the list of cities permit- 
ted to reopen on Tuesday morning. It is known that the 
Corsicana Clearing House Association appears on the 
list of such organizations compiled by the Comptroller of 
Currency, along with 254 other cities in the United States. 
Treasury officials in Washington refused to say Sunday 
night that this list would bs used in issuing the license.

Meanwhile every possible step 


was being taken by the banks to 
insure prompt service to all pa- 
trons as soon as the doors are 
opened, and every bit of work that 
can possibly be done before' per- 
mission to re-open to speed the 
resumption of normal business has 
been accomplished. Little conges- 
tion is anticipated by the bank- 
ing officials aside from the volume 
of checks which will be presented, 
and this is not expected to be un- 
duly large because many firms 
have been depositing the checks 
daily for collection as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Officials of both banks paid trib- 


ute to the confidence shown by the 
residents of Corsicana and vici- 
nity, and the patience that had 
been manifested throughout 
the 


entire duration of the holday. The 
confidence of the community in 
its banks is manifested by the fact 
that both banks have more cash 
on hand Monday than they did on 
March 1 when they were closed 
by the proclamation of Governor 
Miriam A. Ferguson,

Mrs. Naomi Ellers, bookkeeper 
for the laundry, was killed when 
she ran from the office of

ZAGARA SENTENCED 
TO DEATH DY JUDGE 
IN CERMAK SLAYING 


MIAMI, 
March 
10.—(fl3)— Giu- 
seppe Zangara, zealot and assas- 
sin, today was sentenced to death 
in the electric chair for the mur- 
der of Mayor Anton J. Cermalc 
of Chicago in his futile attempt 
to alcill President Roosevelt. 


Sentence was passed at 10:31 a. 


m., 
by Circuit 
J,udge 
Uly O, 
Thompson, who read the sentence 
from a prepared statement ending 
with "And may God have mercy 
on your soul." 


There was a flurry in the court- 


room after sentence was passed 
as 
Zangara 
denounced Judge 
Thompson and shouted, "You give 
me electric chair. 


"I'm no afraid that chair. 
"You're one of capitalists. 
"You 
is crook man too. 
Put 
me in electric chair. 
"I'm. no care." 
Deputies rushed Zangara 
from 
the court room as he shrieked the 
last sentence. 
Spectators 
were 


held in the court room until aftejj 
the prisoner was removed to the 
elevator carrying him to jajl. 


Under the Florida law the execu- 
tion date will be fixed by the gov- 
cinor of the state and officials of 
the state penitentiary at Raif<»4. 


Judgs Thompson's 'sentence or- 
dered that Zangara be confined In 
Dade county jail until his remov- 
al to Raiford and that he be kept 
there until the governor sets the 
week of execution, the hour and 
clay to be set by the prison farm 
superintendent. 


"And at such ti.-ne and place 


punishment of teath shall b<i in- 
flicted upon you by csiUsing 
to 
pass throusrh your body a current 
of electricity sufficient In intensi- 
ty to cause immediate death, and 
application of such current shall 
be continued until you shall be 
dead," the judge ordered. 


"And May God Have Mercy" 


'And such punishment of death 


shall be executed within the walls 
of the permanent death chamber 
of the stale prison, of the state of 
Florida. 


" * * And may God have mer- 
cy on your soul."

The courtroom emptied quickly 
after the Italian who tried to kill 
the president of tha United States 
was removed to his jail ct-H.

LEGISLATIVE PROBE 


TEXAS INSURANCE 


COMPANIES ASKED 


LARGE INCOMES PAID OF- 
FICERS, DIRECTORS, STOCK- 


HOLDERS IS CLAIM 


AUSTIN, March 10.—( 


—The Texas house of rep- 
resentatives today referred 
to its insurance committee a 
resolution proposing a legis- 
lative investigation of Texas 
insurance 
companies and 


financial transactions. 


The resolution, 
sponsored 
by 


Representative Frank Patterson of 
Fort Worth, evoked debate that 
lasted two hours. The resolution 
asserted that some of the Texas 
companies had been involved in 
financial transactions that impair- 
ed their policy reserves and en- 
dangered the stability of the com- 
panies.- 


The resolution was referred to 
the Insurance committee by a vote 
of 80 to 44. Statements we're made 
by opponents of the resolution that 
there was a probability the inves- 
tigation was incided from out of 
the state by foreign corporations 
seeking repeal of the Robertson 
insurance law, which require- com- 
panies to invest 75 per cent of 
their reserve on Texas policies In 
Texas securities., 
Representative Joe 
Greathouse 


of Fort Worth' charged that the 
movement was part 'of a plan of 
Wall street and eastern insurance 
:ompanies to force repeal of the 
Robertson insurance law. 
The senate began consideration 


of a bill to reduce the state royal- 
ty from oil wells in the Sabine riv- 
er in East Texas. 


The bill was introduced by Sen- 
ator Walter Woodul of Houston 
and Clint C. Small of Amarillo. 
As amended by committee, it would 
provide that the .state's share in 
the oil might be reduced by the 
board 
of 
mineral 
developments 


from three-eights to one-fourth. 
Proponents contended that allow- 
able production and price had been 
decreased to such an extnt that 
the lessees could not abide by the 
terms of their contract and at the 
same time obey proration. 


Considerable opposition to the 


bill developed, and further consid- 
eration was postponed until next 
Tuesday.
